Pursuant with a telephone discussion with Examiner Lilling on November 5, 2003, please 
find herewith a Declaration by one of the Applicants, M. Clark Dale, Ph.D. Dr. Dale obtained the 
strain used in Asturias' Examples 1 and 2 (his only working examples). This strain, which Asturias 
identifies as one of two particularly preferred strains (column 3, lines 21 to 25), was directly 
compared with the significantly enhanced subject matter to which Applicants' claims are directed.
